generally. Eveiy good citizen feels that 
Califoinia should lead in good ir ids and 
appreciates that transpoi tation 
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ho gives away shiny new dimes. 
k newspaper (piotes him as say¬ 
ing: “1 never worry. I keep 

cheerful. It is a great help to 
I good health to be cheerful. I eat 
when 1 like but I always eat 
moderately. 1 never hurry my 
meals and I’m never in a hurry 
to leave the table, it’s not good 
for the dige.stion.” 

I’assiiig up the obvious sugges¬ 
tion that no one who has a bank 
balance of a billion dcdlars need 
worry, one wonders just the .same 
whether Mr. Rockefeller is getting 
all there is to be had out of life, 
through practice of the simple, 
.sensible rules he unfolds. 

Worry is a bad thing, but often 
it indicates something fine and 
noble and unselfish. The be.st 
worriers are usually the mothers 
of the race, never entirely easy 
about the health, or the safety of

the hou.se. Then fathers are pret¬ 
ty gooil worriers, too.

1‘actoi' in development. Just how to attain 
a well balanced state highway system with 
the best workmanship at minimum cost is 
a problem for experts. 

Although the average citizen has hut 
a hazy idea of the situation confronting the 
state today he is liable to lie furthei- befog¬ 
ged owing to the fact that it is likely that 
two initiatives relative to state highways 
will appear on the Noveml)er ballot. One 
of these is advocated by the Automobile 
Club of Southern Califoinia, the Los An¬ 
geles Chamber of Commerce, and many 
other organizations. It is designed primar¬ 
ily to place contiol of the state highways in 
the hands of jieople who pay taxes. It pro¬ 
vides that the primary highways designated 
in the oiiginal 1909 system of 3000 miles 
and not yet finished shall he completed at 
the eai'liest possible moment and specifically 
:illocates funds for this work. For new 
highway construction an annual appropri¬ 
ation of 1^5,000.000 out of state funds is 
pioposed, which sum, with the $2,500,000 
federal aid and other levenues, will pro¬ 
vide nearly .$8,000,000 annually for new 
construction, which is more than the annual 
aveiage fur the past ten yeais. 

This initiative is not born of a sudden 
inspiration or a politician’s whim. It is the 
result of yeai’s of caieful study by experts 
on highway matters, and is based on the 
findings of the governor’s Committee of 
Nine which woiked more than a year sur¬ 
veying the state highway situation before 
making its report. 

California started its state system in

OUR HIGH SCHOOL 

A S a part of Pasadena high school dis- 
trict. Sierra Madre shares in po.ssession 
and use of one of the greatest educational 
institutions in California. With junior high 
school, .senior high school and junior college 
available. Sierra Madre students have open 
to them educational advantages of unsur¬ 
passed value. The scope and the high qual¬ 
ity of instj-uction offered put Pasadena high 
school at the very top of California high 
schools. And that means unquestioned na¬ 
tional standing. 

The value of such an educational insti¬ 
tution as a community asset to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre can hardly be estimated. Unfortunately, 
because it is not within the city limits, it 
is not constantly before us and does not get 
the attention it deserves. It is taken too 
much for granted. W'hile it is known asj 
Pasadena High School it is just as truly 
Siena Madie’s high .school. It ought to 
have more attention fiom Sierra Madie 
people, and it ought to he advertised more 
by Sierra Madre as one of its community 
advantages. 

Sierra Madre people who were in the 
crowd of 40,000 at the high school com¬ 
mencement in the Rost Bowl got one of the 
big thrills of the year. Few institutions, 
even among the great universities, could 
boast of such a ceremony as that at which 
the 530 graduates received their diplomas. 
It was worth Avhile going just to hear the 
class recite in unison the pledge wi'itten by, 
one of their number; I 

“We, the class of 1926, pledge ourselves i 
to uphold the highest ideals of American, 
citizenship. We will ever honor our couti-i 
try, cherish her histoiy, obey her laws, | 
maintain her traditions iuid leverence her 
flag. We will earnestly stiive to meet our 
and to our nation, fil m in the belief that we 
obligations to our community, to our state 
can best serve our Father above through 
service to our fellow man,” 

Such a pledge comes appropriately from ‘ 
such a group, and in such a setting of color 
and musical harmony. It made life more 
Avorth while to feel a share of ownership 
in the institution re.sponsible for it. 


1909, with 3,U0() miles of primary 
Various bond isues have been voted, and 
more than $11(),0(K),()00 has been expended 
ion this .system to date. Meanwhile the leg- 
, islature ha.s been adding roads of only local 
! inipoi tance to the state system until it em- 
braces over 6600 miles, and the interstate 
connections to the original 3,000 miles have 
not yet been completed. Hence, there has 
been the growing conviction that a tetter 
system of developing the state trunk lines 
should be found, and the initiative vigorous¬ 
ly advocated by the Automobile Club of 
Soutlieru California is the re.sult. 

Another initiative relating to highways 
is one launched in the north calling for an 
increa.se of one cent in the present gasoline 
t;ix of two cents, the seven or eight million 
dollars thus raised to he devoted to new 
highway construction. The Automobile 
I Club of Southern California is oiijxising the 
projiosed gas tax a.s chuss legislation, and 
on tlie belief that new highways are a cap¬ 
ital investment and the burden should be 
shared by all. They believe that commun¬ 
ities and individuals are equally benefited 
and should help to pay the expen.se, and 
that the motorist is .sufficiently taxed when 
he pays foi- maintenance, widening, and re¬ 
construction of the roads he uses, a.s is the 
case now, and which in the future will be¬ 
come a greater burden. 

Those familiar with the history of the 
auto club know that its motto is “good 
roads,” and that it has consistently worked 
to this end for a quarter of a century. An¬ 
alysis of the situation indicates very clearly 
that the time has come when the state 
should have a constructive eight cylinder 
highway program instead of the two cylin¬ 
der program of the past. The initiative 
proposed by the club,^in brief, takes the 
state highways out of politics, distributes' 
the cost evenly, allocates the moneys to be 
expended equitably, and places the whole 
system on a sound business basis that is 
fair to all .sections of California. In sup¬ 
porting this initiative a loyal citizen may 
rest asured that he is on the right track, 
ami in advocating a progressive policy of 
development that will keep California in the 
lead in its highway system.
